Hobbs  added  that  it  would 
behoove  Cohasset  to  take  the 
recommended  approach  to  in- 
sure aid  in  funding  a new 
project's  cost. 

In  1978.  Pratt  said,  three 
effluent  characteristics  failed 
to  meet  requirements:  seven 
out  of  11  BOD's  passed  and 
four  failed;  seven  out  of  11 
suspended  solids  passed,  four 
failed:  all  12  of  12  settleable 
solids  failed. 

Hobbs  noted  that  studies 
have  been  done  in  Cohasset 
which  find  the  land  unsuitable 
for  private  systems.  This  fac- 
rot  coupled  with  the  present 
overloaded  sewage  treatment 
system,  he  felt,  outline  the 
necessity  to  upgrade  the  exist- 
ing plant  or  construct  the 
recommended  new  treatment 


facility  of  the  Metcalf  and 
Eddy  study. 

"The  water  treatment  plant 
shouldn't  have  to  clean  con- 
taminated water.  It  shouldn't 
be  there."  Pratt  said. 

"Even  though  our  drinking 
water  has  zero  bacteria  — it 
has  to  — there  is  always  the 
chance  that  there  might  be 
some."  Pratt  added  that  if  a 
child  were  to  drink  from  a 
brook  or  stream  in  town,  he 
might  very  well  become  ill. 

Tests  in  June  1978  were 
conducted  in  23  areas  around 
town,  seven  or  eight  of  which 
drain  into  the  water  supply. 
All  but  one.  Pratt  said,  con- 
tained a total  and  fecal  coli- 
form  count  that  were  too 
numerous  to  count. 

A new  sewer  treatment 
plant  would  cover  six  of  the 
eight  tested  sites  that  lie  in  the 
watershed  area  and  that  are 
contaminating  water  supplies, 
Pratt  said. 

In  March  the  same  test  was 
done,  this  time  the  samples 
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were  sent  to  DEQE's  Law- 
rence Experiment  Station, 
where  a “fecal  only”  count 
was  done.  All  eight  samples 
draining  into  water  sources 
contained  5 or  more  parts  per 
100  milliliters  — in  other 
words  they  were  contamin- 
ated. 
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Board  members  were  express- 
ly classified  as  "special 
municipal  employees"  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  in  19b2. 
It  was  therefore  ruled  that 
Bradley  was  not  in  violation  of 
the  law. 

Pearson  also  alleged  that 
Pratt  had  been  purchasing  and 
developing  tracts  of  land  in 
Cohasset  as  a business.  No 
evidence  was  found  that  Pratt
